Emissions checks 


Local Authorities are to be 
given powers to enforce emis- 
sions regulations through 
roadside checks.

“We seem to be settling into a 
pattern where, every five years 
or so, there will be successive 
levels of reduction of permitted

emissions. We expect to know 
the Euro 3 limits fairly soon, 
and they will probably come in 
by the year 2000. 


“Obviously, there is a cost in 
complying with the legislation. 
We reckon that the price of 
Euro 2 engines will add about 
1% to the overall price of a 
typical heavy duty bus. That is a 
very small margin for the 
improvement in image. We also 
forecast that the Euro 2 engine 
will be more economical and 
will, over a period of time, 
compensate for the slightly 
higher price. 


“One of the anomalies of the 
Euro emission legislation is that 
we have to make sure that our 
engines comply, but there is no 
control once they ° into 
service. There is nothing to 
prevent an operator picking up 
the cheapest diesel on the 
market. 


“As a company, care for the 
environment is a corporate 
value but the time is rapidly 
approaching when the oil 
industry has to come into the 
equation. It will become 
progressively much more 
expensive to meet future Euro 
limits unless there are 
concurrent legislative standards 
for the quality specification of 
diesel fuel. We certainly hope to 
see progress in this area before 
Euro 3, because cleaner fuel 
will also benefit the majority of 
vehicles - the old ones”

Metrobus lowfloor Excels 
in 1996 vehicle orders 


Metrobus of Orpington 
have announced major invest- 
ment plans for 1996 which will 
see no fewer than 21 new 
buses delivered.

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Seatbelts for Children- 
Regulations Announced 


The Government has finally 
announced the details of its 
legislation requiring the fitting 
of seat belts on coaches and 
minibuses used to carry three 
or more children. The regula- 
tions are to be phased in with 
minibuses and coaches regis- 
tered from 1 October 1988 
having to comply from 10 Feb- 
ruary 1997, and coaches reg- 
istered prior to 1 October 
1988 having to comply from 10 
February 1998. 

The minimum requirement 
is for a lap belt to be fitted to 
a seat used by a child aged 
three to 16. 

As part of the same legis- 
lation, the three and two seat- 


ing concession which allows 
three children under 14 to sit 
on a seat fitted with two seat 
belts, will end on 1 May this 
year. This does not apply to 
buses. 

Road Safety Minister, 
Steven Norris said, ‘| believe 
these measures will further 
improve the good _ safety 
record of minibuses and 
coaches and will go a long 
way towards reassuring par- 
ents who may be concerned 
for the safety of their children 
when travelling in these vehi- 
cles.’ He added, ‘I am pleased 
that we have been able to 
introduce these measures 
independently and ahead of

our partners in the European 
Union.’ 

Steven Norris also con- 
firmed that regulations for fit- 
ting all new minibuses and 
coaches, whether or not they 
are used for carrying chil- 
dren, will be introduced as 
soon as the necessary agree- 
ment has been reached in 
Europe. ‘Meanwhile | will 
continue to encourage opera- 
tors to fit all their vehicles 
with seat belts voluntarily,’ 
he said.

there is no requirement for 
them to be worn.

It may be that 
they will wish for the children 
to be supervised to ensure 
that the belts are worn. This 
could also help combat the 
serious and widespread prob- 
lem of vandalism on schools 
transport.’

What a kneejerk piece of 
legislation this is. | can’t even 
commend it for the overdue 
ending of the illogical three to 
a double seat rule, because it 
doesn't do so on buses. Why 
not? Now seatbelts will have 
to be provided on coaches but 
passengers’ will still be 
expected to stand on buses - 
does this make sense in pure 
safety terms?

safety it would be requiring 
the same driver’s hours limi- 
tations and driver testing 
standards for the voluntary 
sector, schools and Local 
Authorities as it does for 
licensed operators. 

We already know from the 
actions of Local Authorities 
who think £40 a day for a 
schools contract is reason- 
able, that the cost is the dom- 
inant factor when tenders are 
awarded. Some are more 
demanding in terms of speci- 


fications and are presumably 
prepared to pay more for 
being so, but there will be 
strong pressure upon them to 
limit or avoid altogether any 
additional expenditure. If hir- 
ing buses rather than the 
inevitably more expensive 
belt equipped coaches is the 
answer many will do it. This 
raises another point. The def- 
inition of a coach is a vehicle, 
over 7.5 tonnes, capable of 
60mph which has a separate 
luggage capacity. Officials at 
the DTp have confirmed that 
sealing off the boot and lug- 
gage lockers and fitting a 
speed limiting device or lower 
ratio rear differential would 
turn a coach into a bus for the 
purpose of the regulations. 
Apparently, if you then need- 
ed luggage capacity for pri- 
vate hire work you would be 
permitted to tow a trailer. 
Some will regard this as con- 
trary to the spirit of the law - 
rather like a supposedly pro- 
public transport Government 
freezing fuel duty rebate and 
introducing a third lane ban.

kind of action, though such 
pressure might be reduced if 
the Authority made it clear 
that the alternative was high- 
er local taxation. 

It would be reasonable to 
expect Local Authorities to 
award longer term contracts 
to those prepared to make the 
investment in belts, in order 
to help them amortise the cost 
of conversion. . 

Will it actually save lives? 
I’m not questioning the princi- 
ple that belts, if worn, make 
coach travel even safer, - but 
by increasing the cost of 
school transport provision to 
local authorities, without 
increasing the slim margins 
for operators, local authorities 
will look for additional ways of 
cutting back with the result 
that more children will end up 
travelling to and from school 
by car, bike and foot, each of 
which mode is very much 
more dangerous than travel- 
ling by coach. 

We must never be compla- 
cent but, according to Govern- 
ment figures, the number of 
children killed on journeys 
between home and schools by 
bus, coach and minibus in

1994 was two. The new rules 
do not cover buses so one 
wonders how great the 
increase in safety achieved 
will actually be. The Govern- 
ment claims that the costs 
Local Authorities will incur as 
a result of the legislation have 
already been taken _ into 
account in the local Govern- 
ment finance settlement, but 
the authorities themselves 
have not been able to find any 
evidence of this. One thing is 
clear - Government has no 
plans to cover the costs 
incurred by operators. Some- 
body has to, and with the cost 
of bringing a pre-1988 vehicle 
in line with the regulations 
likely to be up to £10,000, the 
investment expected of opera- 
tors is very considerable. 
Sadly some will not be able to 
make it, the value of pre-1988 
coaches will drop and, there 
will be fewer coaches avail- 
able for private hire and per- 
versely, old buses will proba- 
bly become more valuable 
and be on our roads even 
longer.

Young promises more cash for V.I. 


At the Annual Dinner of the 
Confederation of Passenger 
Transport, held at the 
Grosvenor House Hotel, Sec- 
retary of State for Transport, 
Sir George Young, announced 
additional spending on 
enforcement for the 1996/97 
year. He is to increase by 
£145,000 to £495,000 the 
amount of supplementary 
funding allocated to the Vehi- 
cle Inspectorate for frontline 
enforcement. He commented, 
‘| attach the greatest impor- 
tance to a continued high 
level of enforcement by the 
Vehicle Inspectorate, to 
ensure that the buses, coach- 
es and lorries which operate 
on our roads are in a safe 
condition and that their dri- 
vers and operators obey the 
rules on driving hours and 
other traffic matters. The 
extra money for VI will allow 
the Inspectorate to maintain 
its frontline enforcement staff 
and run a full programme of 
roadside and other 
spotchecks. | will be asking VI 
to pay particular attention to 
local buses, in line with the 
recommendations which have 
recently emerged from Steve 
Norris’s Bus Working Group.’ 

He added that, ‘CPT mem- 
bers have nothing to fear from 
my proposals. Unfortunately, 
there are those who take 
advantage of the industry's 
good name while running 
dirty and unsafe vehicles. 
These cowboy operators are 
the ones from whom the pub- 
lic needs protection.’ 

He praised the industry's 
efforts and said, ‘We are start- 
ing to see a significant slow- 
ing down in the long term 
decline in bus use. Indeed in 
some areas the numbers of 
passengers have increased. 
In other areas the decline has 
been halted for the first time 
since the war.’ He added that, 
in achieving this, the contribu- 
tion of the local authorities 
and the manufacturers should 
not be ignored. 

Sir George Young pointed 
out that capital investment in 
new buses and coaches was 
rising and said he had no 
intention of turning the clock 


back and introducing mea- 
sures to re-regulate the 
industry. However, he still felt 
there was room for improve- 
ment to which end he men- 
tioned the Bus Working Group 
which had highlighted the 
need for: ‘more stable ser- 
vices, geared more closely to 
the needs of passengers, with 
high quality accessible vehi- 
cles, pleasant and convenient 
waiting areas, attractive tick- 
eting schemes, good passen- 
ger information, and_ traffic 
management measures 
designed to help buses.’ 
Professing himself, ‘a sup- 
porter of your industry,’ he 
received a vociferous 


response from coach opera- 
tors present with his assertion 
that, ‘Since the deregulation 
of the coach industry in 1980, 
it has gone from strength to 
strength carrying millions of

people a year in safety and 


comfort.. The audience’s 
reaction to his claim that, ‘A 
continuous replacement pro- 
gramme ensures that the fleet 
is kept up to date,’ was even 
more animated. 

He stressed that the ban 
on coaches using the outside 
lane, ‘is only a trial,’ and 
promised, ‘I will, of course, 
consult further once we have 
the results from the trial.’ 

The Disability Discrimina- 
tion Act, he said, ‘Will bring 
new challenges and new 
opportunities.’ Sir George 
then repeated the promise 
first made by Steven Norris 
and said, ‘We will only move 
forward when we, and you are 
confident that we can do so 
without jeopardising opera- 
tional or financial viability.’ 

In his speech, CPT Presi- 
dent, Ron Whittle, said that

having 12 Secretaries of State 
in not many more years did 
not help a cohesive transport 
policy and welcomed Sir 
George Young with his, 
‘known support for our indus- 
try.’ Welcoming the many Traf- 
fic Commissioners present, he 
said, ‘They know our industry 
and all its problems, and are 
better placed to act as both 
Father Confessor and Fat Con- 
troller than any expensive and 
unknown regulator.’ 

Ron complained that the 
freezing of fuel duty rebate 
and subsequent fuel tax 
increases had hurt the indus- 
try to the tune of £50 million a 
year. He pointed out that leg- 
islation, the general economy 
and changes in the business 
profile had left thousands of 
small operators languishing 
in a spiral from which they 
could see no escape. Citing 
changes in European and ECE 
legislation on vehicle con- 
struction coupled with the fall 
in the value of the pound he 
said that vehicle prices had 
doubled in the last eight 
years. ‘Education budget 
restrictions have put intolera- 
ble pressure on school trans- 
port prices and with reduced 
business operators have been 
under the greatest difficulty in 
trying to square the circle,’ he 
said. He pointed out that oper- 
ators faced competition from 
organisations who did not 
have to meet the same stan- 
dards as PSV operators and 
asked that the secretary take 
on board the need for 15 
metre coaches, ‘sooner rather 
than later.’ 

In conclusion Ron _ said, 
‘We all know that if one wants 
to give the towns and cities 
back to the people, and to 
maintain a reasonable quality 
of life in the rural areas, and 
one wants to achieve this 
within a reasonable time 
frame, there is only one 
answer - Public Transport.’

RON WHITTLE 
C.PRT. President 


SJ. Please can you give me a 
brief resume of your experi- 
ence in the industry? 

RW.My first wage packet was 
three shillings and sixpence 
when | was three and a half, 
for cleaning buses, or trying 
to. | always wanted to go into 
the family business and as 
soon as | left school | went off, 
not to University but to vari- 
ous vehicle and component 
manufacturers to do two and 
a half years training and 
some college courses in 
between times. | came into 
the business when | was 19 
and I’ve worked in it ever 
since, which is 33 years. | 
started off working with my 
uncle and my father, then my 
uncle retired and | worked 
with my father until he died in 
1970. I’ve run the business 
since then with the help of 
some able managers. 

In addition to that I’ve been 
involved in the trade associa- 
tion side more or less from 
the beginning. | started going 
to what were then PVOA 
meetings when | was 21 or 22 
and | was regional chairman 
when | was 24. Over the years 
I've been a member of the 


Road Transport Industry 
Training Board (RTITB), 
National Chairman of what 


was then CIBS - the Coach & 
Independent Bus Sector, and 
President of CPT in 1981. It 
was CPT then, not BCC, and it 
was part of my initiative that 
changed the name to the Bus 
& Coach Council although this 
didn’t actually come into force 
until the following year. 
Between then and this term of 
office I’ve also been fairly 
heavily involved in the IRU 
(International Road Transport 
Union). | was president of the 
section on three occasions 
and president of the whole 
organisation in 1987/8. 
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Ron Whittle, CPT President. 


SJ. What is the most impor- 
tant achievement you hope 
CPT will make during or as a 
result of your presidency? 

RW. The first thing I'd like to 
say is that | learned from the 
experience of last time that a 
year goes by very quickly. So 
if you want to achieve some- 
thing you've got to hit the 
ground running and that’s 
what I've tried to do. I’m quite 
pleased with what we did 
when | was President before 


but most most of what | was 


aiming for was_ actually 
achieved in the year or two 
afterwards. This year I’m try- 
ing damned hard to make 
sure that what | aim to do is 
actually done during this year. 
Basically I’m trying to do four 
things. 

Within CPT internally we 
have some work to do on bus 
information and that may flow 
through into coach _ informa- 
tion as well, because Govern- 
ment is not happy with us on 
that. They have said that they 
will act if we don’t and | think 
it’s important that we do so. 
We're trying to put together a 


code of practice which | hope 
will get the support of all 
operators, not just members 
of CPT. 

We had a major achieve- 
ment a few years ago in get- 
ting our industry out of the 
clutches of the RTITB. There 
is a danger because the 
quantity of training that the 
industry is undertaking, not 
the quality, has dropped. We 
need to do some work to 
make sure that we achieve 
both good quality and good 
numbers in training terms. We 
need to stay outside Govern- 
ment clutches because RTITB 
was a very expensive opera- 
tion. It cost our industry in net 
terms over £2 million a year 
and that was when we came 
out back in the mid 1980s so 
God knows what it would cost 
now. These are the two inter- 
nal things. 

I’m trying hard to achieve 
15 metre vehicles. | think 
we're pushing against a door 
which is slightly ajar, so we 
may get somewhere with that. 

Finally I’m having a bit of a 
go on the question of the dif- 


ferent standards between our- 
selves and the voluntary sec- 
tor and | include in that 
schools and local authorities. 
The Government expects the 
very highest standards from 
us as professional operators. 
| think that’s fair, | have no 
problem with it at all and if 
they want to increase enforce- 
ment on safety issues, that’s 
fine. But, it is totally unfair, 
both from the industry’s point 
of view and the consumer's, 
that you've got a huge volun- 
tary sector, and specifically 
schools and local authorities 
who don’t have to meet the 
same standards. What I’ve 
said to them is that in my view 
the questions of driver test- 
ing, vehicle testing, mainte- 
nance standards and driver’s 
hours are all issues that 
should be similar whether it is 
a professional operator or a 
voluntary organisation. | think 
the consumer is entitled to the 
same safety standards. 

In some areas there is a 
very substantial growth of 
schools operating quite sub- 
stantial fleets, not just of 
minibuses but also of full size 
vehicles. Not only from a safe- 
ty point of view but also from 
a competition point of view it 
is unfair that there should be 
different standards. | don't 
think they should have to 
comply on repute and finan- 
cial standing but they should 
on safety issues. 

Overall those four items 
are a bit of an ambitious 
agenda so I'm not going to 
promise to achieve them all in 
12 months. 

SJ. CPT is often accused of 
being far more interested in 
bus issues than coach mat- 
ters. Do you think this is a 
justified claim? 

RW. If you talk to some of the 
bus boys they would say 


exactly the reverse. In fact it 
isn't justified at all though | 
know that it may seem it at 
times. The amount of staff 
time spent on coaches rather 
than buses is, if anything 
greater, proportionally. But in 
a lot of cases the sort of 
issues that have to be dealt 
with are different and perhaps 
therefore aren't quite as visi- 
ble. A lot of coach operators 
and small operators need a 
much higher level of personal 
advice on a specific problem, 
and therefore CPT staff tend 
to spend quite a lot of time 
answering the kind of queries 
that aren’t going to make it 
into your magazine or our 
own Newsline, but it is specif- 
ic help to operators on specif- 
ic problems, as and when 
they arise. 

A new measure is the intro- 
duction of two fairly small com- 
missions, one for bus and one 
for coach which will look at 
issues relating to each particu- 
lar sector. The aim is to make 
them focused without duplicat- 
ing other functions within CPT. 
They will hopefully be more 
identifiable to operators and we 
are keen that they should be 
pro-active in defending the 
interests of the sectors. 

Let's also remember that 
the regional structure is 
largely dealing with coach 
matters so there is a very 
very large coach input within 
CPT. | have to say that in my 
view CPT membership is the 
best investment that a coach 
operator can make. | know a 
lot of the benefits tend to flow 
to all operators whether mem- 
bers or not, but not all of them 
by any means. | think what 
operators have got to recog- 
nise is that if it weren’t for the 
operators supporting CPT and 
therefore the existence of CPT 
they would be paying out 
today something like 8 or 10 
times what membership actu- 
ally costs them. I’ve given the 
example of the £2 million from 
RTITB. If CPT didn't exist 
they'd still be in RTITB and 
paying for it. Operator licens- 
ing discs are currently £50 
per vehicle, but when they 
were introduced in the 1970s 
the government proposal then 
was for a licence fee of £50. 
The reduction then to £42 was 
as a direct result of CPT 
objecting. Domestic driver's 
hours law in 1968 was modi- 
fied almost exactly in line with 
what became European law 
and it was the work of PVOA 
that took it back from there to 
a more sensible regime that 
still applies today. So a lot of 
these savings are going on 


year on year. If operators 
want an organisation that pro- 
tects their interests they've 
really got to think hard about 
paying for it because it pays 
them to do it. 
SJ. You have more experi- 
ence than most coach opera- 
tors of European matters, 
what kind of a deal do you 
think British operators are 
getting from Europe? 
RW. Generally speaking 
rather a raw deal at the 
moment. | am a believer in 
the concept of the European 
Union but the way it operates 
in practice gives me very con- 
siderable cause for concern. 
Just to quote a specific exam- 
ple, the European driver's 
hours law that came _ into 
being in 1985. It was a bal- 
ancing act and there were 
certain things given away 
including a few hours of work, 
but the quid pro quo was that 
we were given more flexibility 
in how we used those hours. 
Then in 1994 we got a Euro- 
pean Court decision that took 
away virtually all of that flexi- 
bility so that effectively we got 
a huge loss of productivity 
with nothing to offset it. 
Another example as far as 


tive is imposed in other coun- 
tries it is done in as simple 
and straight forward a way as 
possible, generally speaking. 
Over here they make a big 
meal of it and hang on any 
favourite hobby horses they 
may have. One EU directive 
which was three pages long 
took five pages to introduce in 
French law and 35 pages in 
British law. 

Overall | think British oper- 
ators are getting a raw deal 
but | wouldn't like to give the 
impression that it's all nega- 
tive because it’s not. There 
are a lot of things that are 
easier now. One is interna- 
tional travel which is now far 
simpler than it was, but on 
balance we're getting a raw 
deal. 

SJ. You have said that you 
hope to see the introduction 
of 15 metre coaches, why do 
you want them and how likely 
is it that they will be allowed? 
RW. | want to see them for a 
variety of reasons. | think that 
it's important for our domestic 
manufacturers to be in a posi- 
tion to compete with the Euro- 
pean manufacturers and they 
can only do that if there is a 
healthy domestic market. 


Though the Go Whittle fleet is best known for coaches it

this country is concerned is 
the introduction of the statuto- 
ry speed limiter. We are the 
only country to be disadvan- 
taged by its introduction, 
because the limit they have 
adopted is either at or above 
the speed limits that applied 
in every other European coun- 
try. Given the safety record of 
coaches, not just in this coun- 
try but right across Europe, it 
is a crazy decision anyway. 
There is another part of 
this equation in terms of how 
European law is_ introduced 
over here. The Civil Service 
takes advantage of any oppor- 
tunity to introduce greater 
restriction. When an EU direc- 


There is no reason why 15 
metre coaches shouldn't be 
allowed. If you look back 
there has been a hue and cry 
every time there has been an 
increase in length or width, 
but there hasn't been a prob- 
lem and | don't believe 15 
metre coaches or buses 
would prove a problem. As 
with any vehicle, operators 
will have to use some com- 
mon sense, but you're not 
going to send a 15 metre 
coach costing over £200,000 
down a narrow country lane 
because it’s not in your inter- 
est to do it. 

That there is a possibility 
of getting them is another 


benefit of Europe, because if 
it were not for the EU there 
wouldn't be any chance. As to 
whether we will get them, | 
think they will come. | would- 
n't like to be certain about a 
time frame but | very much 
hope we will achieve it this 
year. | will be very disap- 
pointed if we don't. 

SJ. Are operators right to 
fear the Disability Discrimina- 
tion Act? 

RW. It’s like the curate’s egg, 
there’s good bits and bad bits. 
On the positive side, especial- 
ly in terms of bus operation 
where it can be achieved 
without harming the commer- 
cial viability of services, espe- 
cially in cities, then | think it is 
to be welcomed because it 
isn’t just about the disabled. | 
wonder how much use will be 
made of wheelchair access 
because we can't provide 
door to door service and 
therefore | am doubtful about 
how many wheelchair users 
will wish or choose to use a 
bus service. There are other 
advantages to having buses 
easier to access and this is 
already showing up where 
ultra low floor buses are in 
use. It speeds up boarding 
times and can lead to an 
increase in passengers. 
That's the positive side. 

On the negative side the 
extra costs involved can, in 
certain circumstances, affect 
the viability of a commercial 
operation and force it into the 
tendered regime. There will 
be additional maintenance 
costs. Even if they are never 
used the kneeling facility and 
ramps will have to be main- 
tained. It could tip borderline 
services over the edge and 
lead to a reduction in ser- 
vices. 

| think the bigger problem is 
in rural areas and some towns 
where you have a very close 
relationship between bus ser- 
vices and schools transport. 
There you have a direct conflict, 
especially if seat belts are intro- 
duced. Councils already 
demand maximum _ seating 
capacity, the loss of three for 
two is going to force them fur- 
ther down that route. You've got 
the existing bus service which 
is provided by that same vehi- 
cle and in future will have to be 
provided by an accessible vehi- 
cle. There are two ways of 
doing it. Either divorce bus ser- 
vices and school contracts or 
provide more lower capacity 
vehicles for schools contracts. 

The other alternative, and 
this is where the 15 metre 
vehicle might come into play, 
is to continue to use the 
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coach or a dual purpose vehi- 
cle fitted with a lift for wheel- 
chair access. The problem is 
that you are looking at operat- 
ing a vehicle on schools con- 
tracts that is costing £100,000 
plus, compared with current 
vehicles costing under 
£10,000. 

We don’t know what form 
the regulations will take yet 
but the Department of Trans- 
port are looking at it from 
both a technical and an eco- 
nomic point of view. It isn’t an 
open and shut case that all 
vehicles are going to have to 
be accessible. 

Having said that there is 
also a knock-on effect. The 
Minister has said he won't 
impose accessibility on coach- 
es other than on scheduled 
services. But what is the defin- 
ition of a scheduled service. A 
lot of schools transport is pro- 
vided on scheduled services 
which would need to be acces- 
sible. Although the legislation 
won't require it in practice | 
can see that all new coaches 
built after a certain date will 
have to be accessible at some 
stage. Buses will have to be 
accessible from 2000. 

SJ. Are your coaches fitted 
with seat belts and what are 
your thoughts on the issue? 
RW. All my coaches that were 
built post 1989 are fitted with 
belts. The older vehicles are 
not yet but | anticipate that 
within the next two months 
they will be. That said,- in 
most instances | am opposed 
to the fitment of seat belts in 
buses and coaches. 

CPT’s change of tack on 
the seat belt issue really 
stemmed from me. | felt that 
we had to take a much more 
pragmatic attitude. Up until 
then CPT had been saying a 
flat no, we don’t accept seat 
belts, we don’t want them and 
that was it. Through section 
one and later CPT Council, | 
took the view that it was polit- 
ically untenable. Because 
Government at that time 
seemed so determined to 
push ahead with seat belts on 
school transport, for CPT to 
keep saying no meant that we 
didn’t have an opportunity to 
really comment on the detail 
of the proposals. It led to a 
hell of an internal debate 
among operators, many of 
whom were the bus guys. We 
had to say to them it’s not 
your argument, it’s purely a 
coaching matter because 
there are no proposals to fit 
belts on buses. 

In Section one we had 
changed our attitude and were 
saying new coaches - fine,

coaches built from 1989 - no 
major problem, but on coach- 
es built prior to that there 
could be a big problem. We 
wanted Government to look a 
lot more carefully at the impli- 
cations before it legislated. 
Now that the new regula- 
tions are in place it’s likely 
that to fit seat belts to an 
older vehicle is going to cost 
more than the vehicle is 
worth. A lot of operators sim- 
ply won't be able to afford it. 
Of course the financial 
implications for the Local 
Authorities are quite phenom- 
enal. Not only are there an 
awful lot of operators who 
could not afford to fit belts, if 
you have a £12,000 a year 
contract making next to noth- 
ing and fitting seat belts is 
going to cost you £7,000 or 
£8,000, who the hell is going 
to make the investment. The 
only way it will actually be 
achieved is if Local Authori- 


There are exceptions, there 
are some very good opera- 
tors, but as a rule our record 
is not helpful. You see some 
coach operators  tootling 
along doing the same thing 
every year and doing nothing 
to promote themselves or 
their products. There are also 
commercial bus operators 
providing no information on 
what runs or when it runs. 

SJ. What are the key factors 
in the success of a coaching 
operation like Go Whittle? 

RW. Part of it is the fact that 
we've been around a long 
time, it’s our 70th anniversary 
this year, and when times 
have been hard we've had a 
little bit of fat to help. It does- 
n't alter the fact that you can 
never stand still. As an indus- 
try there are too many people 
who are so busy dealing with 
the day to day nitty gritty that 
they never sit down to think 
about what they are doing,

ties make an up-front pay- 
ment. The Government says 
that the financial settlement 
for Local Authorities last year 
took account of the cost of fit- 
ting seatbelts. I've spoken to 
mine and they say, ‘Well we 
can’t find it and we've asked 
them where it is and they 
can’t tell us.’ 
SJ. Are operators promoting 
themselves and their services 
to the public as effectively as 
they might? 
RW. Again it's a bit of a 
curate’s egg. Some operators 
do a lot, some deliberately do 
nothing, others don’t really 
think about it and do bits here 
and there. Over the years 
we've tried various ways to 
persuade operators to either 
promote themselves or for 
CPT to do it collectively. On a 
collective basis coach opera- 
tors have always’ voted 
against it so | don't think 
there’s much chance of get- 
ting anything together in that 
way. The bus side is more 
open to it and they have done 
various things over the years. 
Basically | think our mar- 
keting and promotion, as an 
industry is bloody awful. 


how they are doing it, where 
they are going and what the 
opportunities are. We do it on 
quite a frequent basis. To 
have the time to be able to do 
that you've also got to be pre- 
pared to delegate. 

Having said that | feel very 
sorry for a lot of operators 
who are very hard working 
and dedicated. A guy who ran 
quite a reasonable fleet in the 
very early 80's has been 
faced in a very short period of 
time with maybe half of his 
normal revenue disappearing, 
not through any fault of his 
own, just the change in busi- 
ness and people’s habits. 
Unless he’s been able to iden- 
tify new business opportuni- 
ties and move in that direc- 
tion, as we have tried to, he is 
caught in what is almost a 
time warp. It is made even 
worse by the restraints on 
local authorities which make 
rates pretty awful. 

To me the way to achieve 
success is to think about 
where you are going, spend 
some time working out a bud- 
get and what revenue you 
need in order to operate. Make 
sure that whatever you do is 


making money. It's no good 
saying you can’t get better 
prices, and though it is a bit of 
a chicken and egg situation 
you have to be prepared to 
look very hard at making 
money available to provide the 
right standard of vehicles and 
service. We do a lot of private 
and contract hire at rates 
which most coach operators 
would say were unobtainable. 
We get it purely on the back of 
the fact that we are providing 
the right standards. There is 
less private hire than there 
was but if you are providing 
the right standards of vehicle 
and service you can get a 
much bigger share of it. | know 
of instances where we have 
obtained 30 or 40% more than 
a competing operator for a job. 

It's also a matter of being 
aware what is happening and 
reacting to it. We used to doa 
lot of seaside express ser- 
vices, a market which has 
died almost throughout the 
country. This year for the first 
time we won't be operating 
any. Why is it? It's because 
people want a package, they 
don’t want to make their own 
hotel arrangements. The mar- 
ket is probably overfull now, 
but back in the 70s when we 
started to get more involved 
in holidays, that was the time 
to be reacting to that sort of 
change. 

You have to have a clear 
view of where you are going 
to make sure you are prof- 
itable. Too many operators 
are working for the pleasure 
of it. 

SJ. As the big operators 
grow and grow, is there a 
future for small bus opera- 
tors? 

RW. This will partly hinge on 
what happens politically. 
There will always be room for 
some small operators but 
quite a bit will depend on the 
results of the next election. | 
feel more confident about the 
future for smaller operators in 
provincial areas than those in 
conurbations because | sus- 
pect that if the opposition win 
the next election then we will 
see a bigger change in those 
areas, though | don’t quite 
know yet what form it will 
take. 

To answer the question - 
yes there is going to be a 
future for the small operator, 
be it bus or coach, as long as 
he is able to be profitable and 
invest. | believe we are going 
to see a lot of operators dis- 
appear over the next few 
years, purely because they 
aren’t making any money. 
There are some very success- 


ful small operators and they 
will continue to prosper, 
unless they choose to sell out. 
SJ. Do you regard the dereg- 
ulation of the bus industry as 
a success or a failure? 

RW. | know there are people 
who believe that | was a great 
supporter of total deregula- 
tion, and | never was. | wrote 
a paper for CIBS opposing 
total deregulation but support- 
ing the breakdown of the net- 
work subsidy system. We sup- 
ported the provision of ten- 
dered services on a route by 
route basis. That in combina- 
tion with the changes that 
took place in the 1981 Act 
would have opened the mar- 
ket up in a slightly more sen- 
sible way. 

Having said that | wouldn't 
say that deregulation has 
been a failure. | think it has 
brought out some very posi- 
tive things, but I’ve got to 
widen that and say it isn’t just 
deregulation, it's also the way 
the industry has matured in a 
framework of both deregula- 
tion and the breakdown of the 
big state owned organisa- 
tions. That's leading to some 
fairly substantial improve- 


ments of standards of service 
in certain areas. 

The phrase we’re tending 
to use is commercialisation 
rather than deregulation and | 
think that’s right and general- 
ly speaking has worked pretty 
well. Having said that there 
are certain areas where it has 
fallen down and we've got to 
recognise it. Some of it is 
already being addressed. 
Certainly after deregulation 
there was a big drop in 
investment and that is now 


starting to come back again. 
Information to passengers, 
I've mentioned already, that is 
an area where we've fallen 
down to an extent, though not 


as much as Government 
might have you believe, and 
we're addressing it. Training 
has also fallen quite signifi- 
cantly and we need to do 
something about it. 

On a slightly wider issue 
deregulation was was used not 
just as a means of commer- 
cialising but also to make very 
substantial cuts in the amount 
of money going into the indus- 
try from Government. The level 
of subsidy came down very 
significantly and | believe that 
was a great mistake. We're 
paying for it now with the level 
of congestion. In terms of get- 
ting value for money deregula- 
tion was a very positive move 


No less than 22 of Go Whittle’s coaches are Javelins. 
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but that money should have 
been pumped back into the 
public transport system in bet- 
ter service, lower fares, what- 
ever, to generate a growth in 
the use of public transport 
rather than reduce Govern- 
ment expenditure. 

SJ. What ambitions have you 
still to fulfil? 

RW. In industry terms | think 
I've done it really. | don’t 
believe in revisiting the same 
territory again. | like to see 
new blood coming along. It’s 
unfortunate at the moment 
that for a variety of reasons 
we're not seeing enough new 
people coming along who are 
prepared to give time to CPT. 
I'm proud to be president 
again but I’d rather it had not 
been necessary, I'd rather 
have seen someone new. 

We are constantly looking 
at the business. |’ve some 
ideas and 70% won't come to 
fruition. I’m very lucky 
because | do like the industry 
and | do enjoy it. If you can do 
a job for 30 years that you 
really enjoy, that’s a hell of a 
plus.

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Mellor Coachcraft 
and Vancraft 


Changes at Mellor Coachcraft 
have resulted in extra capaci- 
ty for the production of coach- 
built minibuses and the cre- 
ation of a new division which 
will specialise in the produc- 
tion of minibus conversions. 
The sales team has been 
reorganised and new devel- 
opments introduced which 
further strengthen the compa- 
ny’s position in its quest to 
win a bigger share of the 
minibus market. Stuart Jones 
visited Rochdale to be briefed 
on the latest developments 
there. 

Sales Manager for Mellor 


Coachcraft is Peter Winrow 
who has worked in motor 
associated industries for 35 


years, 30 of them at Telehoist. 
He joined Coleman Milne four 
years ago and is now heading 
the expanded sales operation 
in addition to a similar role at 
Coleman Milne. Working for 
Peter are three area sales 
managers, all of them with 
very considerable experience 
in the industry. Covering the 
northern area is Colin Dock- 
ing, while Mike Parker han- 
dles the central area and the 
south is the preserve of 
another former Telehoist man, 
John Silman. 

Not only are there now 
more people representing 
Mellor in the field, the in- 
house support services at 
Rochdale have been strength- 
ened to increase the level of 
service provided for cus- 
tomers. Customer records 
have been computerised as 
part of a process designed to 
speed up the provision of quo- 
tations. The engineering 
capability has been strength- 
ened too. John Mulherin, a 
graduate engineer, has been 
appointed to the position of 
Engineering Development 
Manager. His department will 
have at its disposal a new 
CAD computer aided design 
facility which incorporates 
finite stress analysis.

The reason for the 
changes is a straight forward 
one - Mellor Coachcraft 
already holds a very strong 
position in the market for 
accessible small vehicles and 
it now plans to utilise its 
expertise to expand its share 
of the PSV market for both 
buses and coaches. Peter 
Winrow commented, ‘We are 
moving aggressively into the 
market place, especially into 
the stage carriage side. Our 
aim is to become bigger play- 
ers in that market place.’ 

'We have many years of 
experience building buses, 
we've not just been at it for 
five minutes,’ said Peter. He 
sees Mellor’s strengths being 
in their design, quality, the 
low lead times required and 
hence potential speed of 
delivery, and value for money.

On this last point he said Mel- 
lor's products weren't the 
cheapest but they provided 
excellent long term value for 
money for clients. He added 
that Mellor is a very people 
oriented company, priding 
itself on listening to cus- 
tomers and being able to 
meet their demands, rather 
than seeking to dictate a 
specification. 

The width of products 
available is probably wider 
than many operators realise 
and the list of options keeps 
growing because, within rea- 
son, Mellor are happy. to body 
anything. Two new midi 
options have recently been 
introduced. The first is an 


enhancement of the Beagle 


design, the first example of 
which is being mounted on an 
Iveco EuroMidi, although it 
can be offered on the Renault 
PP180. It can be produced as 
a luxury coach and has a mild 
steel frame as_ standard 
though Cromweld can be 
specified if required. Another 
new possibility is the Dennis 
Dart as the company has a 
design for a welfare vehicle 
on this chassis. 

While new products are 
developed for niche markets, 
the company keeps its eye on 
the ball by continually intro- 
ducing improvements on its 
most popular coachbuilt bod- 
ies, the single door ‘Solo’ and 
dual door ‘Duet’ mounted on 
the Mercedes T2 and Iveco 
Daily range of chassis cowls. 
These are framed in 
Cromweld for longevity. One 
of the latest changes has 
been the introduction of styl- 
ish new GRP. skirts which 
were developed in house and 
are sectioned and bolted for 
ease of replacement. Also 
recently introduced is an alu- 
minium H section extrusion 
into which the side panel 
edges are placed before 
mounting. 

On buses a trend away 
from soft trim towards hard 
wipe-clean trim has been 
noted because customers 
appear to feel this represents 
a better long term option. This 
presents no problems as Mel- 
lor have always offered both 
and have developed moulded 
interior panels which combine 
aesthetic appeal, yet can be 
easily cleaned. 

Though best known for 
coachbuilt service buses, 
Mellor are quite capable of 
building coach style variants, 
a recent example being a 
711D with 25 coach seats, a 
full coach interior with racks, 
and a stepped window line. 
Managing director Les Proc- 
ter describes the boot as ‘four 
bedroomed semi detached 
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size’ which may be marginal- 
ly overstating it but you get 
the idea. Although this exam- 
ple did not have it, the incor- 
poration of full air condition- 
ing would present no prob- 
lems, | was told. Mellor has 
also recently developed a 
new contoured inswinging 
coach door option. 

Recent orders have includ- 
ed a further four 59.12s for 
Solent Blueline, following on 
from earlier orders for 14. 
Marchwood Motorway have 
taken five to a similar specifi- 
cation which includes seat- 
belts. Hyndburn Transport has 
just. placed a repeat order for 
five 59.12s for April delivery. 
PSV customers opting for 
Mercedes based _ vehicles 
have included Applebys 
Coaches, Gymfwr Coaches 
and Pete’s Travel of Great 
Barr, the latter taking three 
811Ds with dual purpose seat- 
ing. The Pete’s order was 
through Chris Jones’ Birming- 
ham Bus Centre with whom a 
mutually profitable relation- 
ship is maintained. Mellor 
also build stock vehicles for 
both Blythswood Motors and 
Western Autos. 


Mellor Vancraft 


In order to create space for 
the increased production lev- 
els anticipated, changes have 
been made to the organisa- 
tion of the company. A new 
division of Mellor’s parent 
company, Woodall-Nicholson 
Ltd, has been formed which 
will be known as Mellor Van- 
craft. Headed by Bob Cripps, 
it has assumed responsibility 
for all van conversion work, 
production of which has been 
transferred within the group 
to the Westhaughton premises 
of Coleman Milne, where a 
specialised facility has been 
set up. Coleman Milne is a 
market leader in the field of 
limousine and hearse coach- 
building and Mellor Vancraft 
will draw on the expertise of

its staff in addition to recruit- 
ing additional staff. 

The Westhaughton plant is 
certified to ISO 9001 and ISO 
9002 including the conversion 
facility. The space for the new 
division has been created by 
moving what was previously a 
sub assembly area. 

Bob Cripps explained that 
the philosophy behind the ser- 
vice offered remained as it 
had always been. ‘We can do 
anything the customer wants,’ 
he said, ‘If it's legal we'll 
build it for him.’ To illustrate 
the point he told me that cus- 
tomers could specify the cre- 
ation of a new aperture cou- 
pled with the fitment of bus 
style folding doors if they 
wanted. Whatever the choice 
of destination equipment, 
seating, belts, trim, heating, 
luggage racks, lift or ramp, 
luggage pen, or boot facility, if 
it can be fitted Mellor Vancraft 
will do it. 

The company is happy to 
complete conversions for bus

and coach operators though 
its main market remains the 
public sector, though growing 
interest is coming from con- 
tract hire and leasing compa- 
nies as well as van hire oper- 
ations who are broadening 
their horizons and looking for 
something better specified or 
with more specialised equip- 
ment than provided by manu- 
facturer’s standard options. 
Recent orders show the 
range of base vehicles the 
company is asked to convert. 
They include six Iveco 45.10s 
for Cambridge County Council 
which are being supplied by 
Lex, four Transits for Notting- 
hamshire CC, an ongoing 


order for LDV400s with PLS 
lifts which are being supplied 
to Bradmet through Northern 
Commercials, Iveco 45.10s for 
Smiths Self Drive, five 49.10s 
for Translinc, and the first 
Peugeot Boxers the company 
has converted, a trio for 
Knowsley MBC which also 
have PLS lifts. In addition 
there is an order bank of a 
great many single orders for 
a variety of customers and the 
new Mercedes Sprinter is 
becoming increasingly popu- 
lar in this respect. 


The Future 


Geoff Hudson and Les 
Procter recently met Trans- 
port Minister, Steve Norris, to 
discuss the implications of the 
European Bus Directive, DiP- 
TAC 1997, the Disability Dis- 
crimination Act, and seatbelt 
installation for Mellor’s main- 
stream market of accessible 
buses. Les commented, ‘We 
voiced our concerns and had 
a full and frank discussion. He 
was aware of our concerns 
and able to allay them.’ 

Whatever legislation 
brings, Mellor Coachcraft and 
Vancraft are perhaps better 
placed than ever to react to it 
and provide operators with 
virtually whatever they want 
in the way of small passenger 
carrying vehicles. 

In the past only between 
3% and 5% of Mellor 
Coachcraft production was for 
licensed bus and coach oper- 
ators, although many local 
authorities have bought 
accessible vehicles comply- 
ing with PSV regulations. The 
clear intention is that this will 
change in the future as Peter 
Winrow pointed out, ‘We are 
seeking a larger share of the 
market and would expect at 
least 10% of the mix to be bus 
or coach.’
